Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of 
what was agreed to if an agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant requests the interview to clarify applicant's position in the response 
filed July 9, 2007. Applicant argues that Flanagin does not teach "determining whether 
a communications port has been enabled for utilization with a BIOS-provided console 
redirection feature" and that Graf is not applicable to Flanagin because Graf teaches 
BIOS console redirection. Applicant essentially argues that the BIOS and the operating 
system cannot coexist. The examiner does not quite understand applicant's argument 
because BIOS provides an interface to the underlying hardware for the operating 
system, hence the BIOS coexisting with the operating system.
